London, June !6.—Lawrence and Har- 
ry Irving, the sons of the late Sir Henry 
Irving, have presented their mother, 
Lady Irving, with a life interest in the 
$25,000 each received under Sir Henry's 
will. This generous action has prevented 
a lawsuit which would have brought to 
light the family skekiton that lurked in 
the Irving household. 

Sir Henry Irving’s will 
vision whatever for this widow. Ever 
since it became known that he had en- 
tirely ignored her in the disposal of his 
fortune, a feeling has arisen, even among 
his persona] friends, that as a man— 
Setting aside all considerations of his 
fame as an actor—he hardly merited the 
high esteem in which was generally 
held. That he and his wife were ill- 
mated had long been a matter of com- 
mon knowledge, but that lamentable fact 
it is held, even among the smart set 
which is disposed to view marital obliga- 
tions lightly, did not justify him in leav- 
in gher practicaly destitute. however 
much she may have failed to realize his 
expectations as a wife—and probably he 
disappointed her still more as a hus- 
band—she was the mother of his sons, 

With what was realized from the sale 
of his effects, the estate left by sir 
Henry Irving amounted to $100,000. of 
this sum, in accordance with hig will, 
one-half was divided between his two 
sons. The remaining $80,000 went to 
Mrs. Aria, a well-known fashion jour- 
nalist, whose contributions are in great 
demand among publications devoted to 
feminine interests, and provide her with 
a comfortable living. It was not gen- 
erally known that she occupi«d so strong 
a place in the actor-knight’s affections. 
After her death the principal goes to her 
daughter, at present a mere child Had 
Sir Henry made such a generous be- 
quest to Ellen Terry, who for so many 
years shared his theatrical triumph, it 
would have aroused Par less comment. 

The artist is rarely a business man and 
it ig due to this, probably, that in mak- 
ing his will Sir Henry M&sregarded the 
provisions of the English law under 
which a man’s widow is entitled to her 
dower rights in his estate unless he has 
previously made a substantial settlement 
upon her. In Sir Henry Irving’s case 
this was not done, Lady Irving was, 
therefore, in a position to dispute the 
will. She wag about to bring the suit, 
when her sons settled the matter out of 
court by transferring their inheritance 
to her and thus spared their father’s 
memory the disclosures which would 
have resulted from a legal contest. Of 
course Lady Irving had no intention of 
calling in question the nmght of her sons 
to the legacies left them by their father. 
It was the bequest of hal of his fortune 
to a woman who had no legal claims 
upon him, that she wished to assail. Had 
the matter been brought to a triaj there 
can be no question that Mrs. Aria would 
have had to relinquish @ considerable 
portion of her $50,000. 

Perhaps things have turned out as she 
had foreseen. She retains the money, and 
the fons sacrifice their inheritage to 
prevent the exposure of the family skele- 
ton. Their action is none the less credit- 
able to them because they have inherited 
from their father sucn abundance of 
dramatic -talent that they can make 
thelr way in the world without the help 
of any of his money.

Delhi Founded by Aryans. 


Delhi is one of India’s most ancient 


the northwest and conquered’ the 
aboriginal tribes, they founded a city 
which they called Indrapat, just south of 
the present site of Delhi. How old it ts 
no one knows, for the names of its 
founders have been forgotten, its rec- 
ords, if it had any, have been destroy- 
and its streets are winding foot- 
paths which one follows with difficulry. 
Every wave of invasion that has swept 
down from the north or west has passed 
over Indrapat, and its stones would tell 
a thrilling story if they could but speak. 
The city, has been rebuilt again and 
again, the last time about 300 years ago, 
but it has Mttle to exhibit now but its 
antiquity. There {s a massive city wal] 
with huge gates; there are tumbled down 
buildings occupied by a few people, and 
s0me goats, and there is a stone library 
building erected hundreds of years be- 
fore Carnegie wags born, but the glory of 
indrapat has departed. Wot far from 
Indrapat is the splendM tomb of Huma- 
yun and another of ‘the Asoka pillars. 

Eleven miles south of the present Delhi 
is what is called old Delhi (Delhi seems 
to have had a movable site) immor- 
talized by the famous Kutab Minar, or 
tower, erected near the close of the 
twelfth century by one of the earliest 
Mohammedan conquerers after the cap- 
ture of Deihl. The tower—a tower of 
vietory—is 238 feet in height, 47 feet in 
diameter at the base and @ at the top.

While the material em- 
ployed is red sandstone, the buildings are 
models of benuty as well as strength, 
ami the minute and elaborate carvings 
are mastenpleces in their line. 

The ort built by Akbar at Agra, while 
not proof against modern missiles, was 
impregmeable in its day, and still bearg 
testimony to the constructive genius of 
the second of the Moguls. 

Great Tomb of Akbar. | 

Six miles from Agra, at Sikemdra. 
stands the magnificent tomb which Akbar 
buflt, emd where he rests. It is con- 
etructed of red sandstone and is part 
Buddhist and part Saracenic in design. 
The base is 320 feet square and its four 
retreating galleries terminate in a roof- 
less court of white marble, in twhich 
stamds a marble casket surrounded by 
screens of marble most exquisitely 
carved. Special interest is felt in this 
tomb because one of itg ornaments was 
ths famous -Kohinoor diamond, the 
largest in the world. It had come down 
to Akbar from his grandmother, who 
hed in turn secured it from the Raj- 
puts. The diamond was carried away by 
Persian conquerors and later was netuTn- 
ei to India, only to be transferred at 
last to Queen Victoria. 

But if Akbar surpassed his grand- 
father as a builder, he was in turn sur- 
passed by his grandson, Shah Jehan, 
This emperor, the last of the great Mo- 
guls, who began his career by murder- 
ing two brothers and two cousins whose 
rivalry he feared and who closed his ca- 
reer a prisoner of his rebellious son, has 
linked hig name with some of the most 
beautiful structures ever conceived by 
the mind of man. At Agra, within the 
walls of his grandfather's fort, he built 
the Pearl Mosque, which has been de- 
scribed as ‘“‘the purest, loveliest house of 
prayer in existence.” It is constructed 
of milk white marble ant combines 
strength, simplicity and grace. He also 
built the Gem Mosque at Delhi. 

Unrivaled Among Palaces. 
The fort at Delhi wae built by Shah 


Jehan, and if its resemblance to the fort. 
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at Agra deprives him of credit for origi- 
nality, that argument cannot be raised 
against the palace within, for this is 
unrivaled among palaces. The marble 
baths. the jeweled bed chambers, the 
piliared halls, the graceful porticos—all 
these abound in rich profuston. But 
{it was upon the great Hall of pri- 
yate Audfence that he lavished taste and 
wealth. The floor {s of polished marble, 
the pillars and the arched ceiling of pol- 
ished marble inlaid with precious stones, 
so set as to form figures and flowers. 
Fach square inch of it speaks of patient 
toi] and skill, and the whole blends har- 
monfously. For this magnificent audi- 
ence room he designed a throne fit for 
the chamber tn which it stood. “It was 
called the peacock throne because it was 
guarded by two peacocks with expanded 
taille ornamented with jewels that re- 
produced the natural colors of the bird. 
The throne ttgelf was made of gold, In- 
lai@ with diamonds, rubies and emer- 
alds. Over it was a canopy of gold fes- 
tooned with pearls supported by twelve 
pillars ,all emblazoned with gems. On 
either side’ stood the ortental emblems of 
royalty, an wmbrella, each handle eight 
feet high and of solid gold, studded with 
diamonds, the covers being of crimson 
velvet crusted and fringed with magnifl- 
cent pearls."*. Thus it was described. It 
was too tempting a prize for great con- 
querors to leave undisturbed, and was 
carried off some two centuries ago by a 
Persian, Na@fr Shah. Shah Jehan, after 
contemplating this audience chamber 
and throne, had inscribed upon the wall 
in Persfdan characters a verse which has 
been freely translaged to read: 

In Honor of Best Beloved Wife. 

“Tf on earth be an eden of bliss, 

It is this, it is this, it fs this.” 
And yet, in view of his sad fate there 
seems as much frony in the lines as there 
was in the delicately poised scales of 
juetice which he had inlaid on one of the 
walls of his palace after he had put his 
relatives out of the way. 

But of all the works of art that can 
be traced to his genius, nothing compares 
with the tomb, the Taj Mahal, which he 
reared in honor of the best beloved of his 
wives, Numtaj Mahal, “the chosen of 
the palace.”’ This building, unique among 
buildings and alone in its class, has 
bean described eo often that I know not 
how to speak of it without employing 
language already hackneyed. When I was 
a student at college I heard a lecturer 
describe this wonderful tomb, and it was 
one of the objective points in our visit to 
India, Since |] first heard of it, I had 
read se much ef it and had reesived such 
glowing accounts frem these who had 
seen it, that I feared lest the expecta-

For Any Peccadillo. 

The sentence is duly passed and regis- 
tered, but, at the discretion of the judges, 
the condemned man may walk out from 
the court room unmolested. Let him, 
however, commit any peccadillo afte-- 
wards, and not only will he have 
wndeargo the. imprisonment which 
orginally spared him, but the 
sentence will be harsher than if he had 
mot been treated mercifully the ‘irst 
time. That is, of two men condemned 
for theft, one of whom {s sent to prison 
and the other left free in virtwe of the 
Berenger law, if both be arrested again 
wnder the same circumstances, both will 
receive heavier sentences than the first 
time, but the man who was left frea 
will recelve a further additional pun- 
ishment for having abused the relative 
clemency. shown him. 

Though, Hke Loizemant, a man may be 
acknowledged guiltless even by those 
who pronounced him guilty, when rre- 
gumiption without proof was against him, 
he remains subject to this rigorous ju- 
Gicial treatment so long as a decree of 
the courts has not broken the orgina!

And it is to this that, thanks to rion- 
lround laws and individual considerations 
among judges, indifference or vanity, or 
petty ambition weighing down the evi- 
dence of a feather so as to tip the scale 
against justice, innocent men may be 
condemned in France. Certainly, some 
higihh principle must have been at stake 
when such laws were made, when such 
arbitrary (power was placed in the hands 
of certain men to crush their fellows. 
The moral effect of encouraging virtue 
by a species of scarecrow flaunting 
striped clothes and prison bars in the 
face of all who are not above suspicion, 
is evoked in apology for harshness of 
code and of applicatiin. On the same 
principle, capital punishment is recom- 


mended as being a warning to murderers.» 


But a murder case has never yet been 
found where the assassin did not either 
cover his tracks so as to believe he 
would escape, or else act in the blind 
heat of rage that would have dealt the 
hhow under the very shadow of the gal- 
lows. And so, One may question how 
far this purpose is served with the prison 
cell. meted out to all who have snned 
presumptively. But law is law in Frrance; 
and neither can argument prevail nor 


escape be hopea for.

The Pacific coast did little in this respect 
before !880, and these vast lumber re- 
gions of the northwest were not exploit- 
ed at all for years after that. Their ac- 
tive life began when James J. Hill show- 
ed that the could carry shingles and 
boards across the continent on the Great 
Northern railroad and sell them at a 
profit in the east. From that time to 
this that road has been getting big re- 
ceipts from its timber freights, and it 
one of the chief timber transporters 
of this country today. On my way here 
I passed train load after train load of 
lumber going east. I counted forty cars 
on a Single train, ang was told.that il 
ecntained altogether 400,000 feet. It was 
made up of boards. shingles, rafters. and 
lathing, and it was on its way across the 
Rockies to the lumber merchants of the 
Mississippi valley. That train load had 
enough lumber on it to make a board walk 
a foot wide eighty miles long. It had 
been loaded in the Flathead valley in Mon- 
tana, evhich is now cutting about !00,000,- 
000 feet of lumber a year.

Our Big Timber Supply. 


We have enormous  /forerts in the 
Philippines which will supply tiles to 
China when the great railroad era of the 
celestial empire begins, and the same 
is true of Formosa, Borneo and other 
islands of that part.of the world. Cuba, 
Santo Domingo and Central America are 
all rich in Bard woods, and, indeed, there 
is scarcely a country on the face of the 
globe which has not still a large amount 
of valuable timber. 

As for the United States proper; the 
last census estimates that the timber 
Owned by lumbermen was more than 
200,000,000,000 feet, and that the total 
amount of our outstanding timber was 
ten times as great. It was then esti- 
mated that we had 15,000,000,000 feet 
of white pine in Wisconsin, and‘ more 
than 8,000,000,000 in Minnesota, while 
there was something like 50,000,000,000 
feet of white pine in the whole country. 
As to spruce, there was about 50,000, - 
000 feet of that, and of hemlock more 
than twice as much, There are about 
100,000,000 acres of yellow pine left in 
the south, with more than 200,000,000, - 
000 feet on them, and altogether about 
150,000,000,000 feet of hardwoods. In ad. 
dition to these woods there is & vast 
amount of yellow pine, sugar pine and 
red fir. The red firs are found here in 
the northwest. They are 200 or 306 feet 
in height and it ig not uncommon to 
get 60,000 feet from one acre. The red- 
woods of Oregon and Calitornia some- 
times yield 100,000 feet and more per 
acre, and the supply is said to be more 
than 75,000,000,000 feet. Indeed, it will 
be a long time before we are out of

It was with. Mr. Loose, one of the 
compgny; Mr. C. BH.

trees now felled on the continent are 
gotten out. We made our way through 
the woods on a railroad hauled by a 
little compound engine not much bigger 
than the dummies used in coal yards, 
but having all the power of a great mo- 
gul weighing 100 tons. This dragged us 
up the hills more easily than the cog 
engines take one up Pike’s Peak or the 
Rieti and then carried us on to the 
camp. 

Our way was 
fir trees which rose from 
above us, and which 
were thick on the ground as to al- 
most shut out the light. Some of the 
trees were as big around at the foot as 
a Pullman palace car stood wp on end 
and they maintained this size for a hun- 
dred feet or more to where the frst 
limbs began. Others were more slender; 
but. all stratght up into heaven, branch- 
ing out into feathery green far above 
us. There were also fallen trees and 
great stumps many feet through.

Arriving at the camp, I left the car 
and tramped frcm tree to tree through 
the woods to whtch the cutting, now 
sinking to my waist in the jungle and 
now shrieking ag I grabbed what ap- 
peared to be an innocent branch and 
found it covered with thorns: I cHmbed 
over trunk after trunk of these fallen 
monarchs, and walked, it seemed to me, 
for miles upon them, jumping from one 
to another, always fearing that I might 
slip and fall into the jungle below. I[ 
was surprised to see how rapidly the 
lumbermen. moved; but, wpon noticing 
their great heavy boots, I found that the 
soles were stidded with sharp spikes, 
which plerced the bark and made them 
sure-footed. 

The first tree I saw felled was thirty 
feet in circumferfnce, and where it was 
cut, about as high above the ground as 
my head, it was ten feet in diameter. 
The choppers stood upon gwards and 
made a gash in the trunk so large that 
a man could He inside it; and this gash 
determined the direction of its falling. 
The choppers know how to cut 80 they 
can make the tree drop just where they 
please, and so tht it will not break or 
injure other valuable timber. After tha 
cutting the sawing began, and took men 
almost an hour. They pulled the great 
crosscut saw back and forth, pouring 
oil on it to make it move smoothly. That 
tree must have been hundreds of years 
It began to make its way 
through the soil long before Columbus 
came to America, but these vandals de- 
Stroyed it in less than an ‘hour.

They are paid good 
Waces, running? from $2.25 to $4.60 @ 
cay. A few of them save money, Dut 
inore pwait until they have several hun- 
dred doHars ahead and then go off to 
Seattle for a good time and a spree. NO 
l:auor is allowed to be sold in the woods, 
but at these vacations, which come every 
three or six months, they spend all their 
earnings. This is especially so on tne 
Fourth of July and at Christmas, livery 
one has his own method of getting rid of 
surplus. One man here who is a skilled 
timber cutter, keeps close to his job until 
he has $300 or $40 Oahead. Then he 
will go to Seattle and put up at the best 
rotel, always taking a room with a bath. 
He will come out in a new suét of clothes, 
will have a shave and shampoo and strut 
with a cane. For a week or so he will 
live ltke a swell. If there is an opera he 
will go to it, and will perhaps engage in 
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eperting pastimes which are mot to be 
mentionew. He will keep this up until all 
his money is spent. Then he will fish out 
his old auit of clothes, pawning the new, 
and go back to work to repeat the same 
process when the again becomes flush. It 
should be said, however, that there are 
thrifty men also among those who work 
In the woods—men who have families and 
who save their wages and dive most. re- 
spectable lives.

EASIER DIVORCE LAW 
WANTED FOR ENGLAND 
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SIR GORELL BARNES. 
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ir Gorell Carnes, President of English Divorce 
Court, Says Stringency of the Law Tends 
to Immorality.

ONDON, June !6.—It ts a singular 
coincidence that almost simul- 
taneously in America and England 

the question of divorce reform should 


have been raised by legal 


however. In Amerca the proposed reform 


more difficult to obtain. In England it 
is proposed to make them easier of at- 
tainment. But ‘the chorus of approvals 
which have greeted the suggestions of 
Sir Gorell Barnes, president of the di- 
vorce court, indicate that there is a 
general recognition of the desirabilfty of 
making #ome changes 
English law, which Sir Gorell stigma- 
tiszes as “full of Inconsistencies, anoma- 
lies and inequalities amounting almost to 
absurdities.”” The Divorce Law Reform 
Association has since been formed to give 
effect to his recommendations. 

Sir Gorell ig tn favor of abolishing the 
present practice of granting permanent 
separations between husband and wife 
without freedom to contract. another 
marriage and substituting divorce there- 
for wherever the evtdence justifies it. 
At present permanent separations, but 
not Aivorces, are allowed for persistent 
cruelty, wilful neglect to reasonably 
maintain a wife and her infant children, 
and misconduct not combined with cruel- 
ty. The latter proviso reveals one of the 
most glaring anomalies of the English 
law. While infidelity alone is held to be 
sufficient ground for granting a hus- 
band a divorce from an unfaithful wife, 
a wife cannot obtain a severance of the 
marital ties for misconduct unless the 
offense ls accompanied by cruelty. Glad- 
stone fought strenuously for a clause to 
be inserted in the bill of 1857 giving a 
wife the same facilities for divorce as a 
husband, but the could not carry it. Sir 
Gorell holds that the same grounds for 
dissolution of marriage should apply to 
both and that in particular misconduct 
by the husband should be sufficient 
ground for divorce as it i@ now in the 
case of a wife. That is the law in Scot- 
land and in nearly every other civilized 
country in the world. In fact, what he 
aims at is to make divorce just rather 


must of necessity be made easier than 


now. 
Encourages Immorality. 

‘Tt would be most detrimental to the 
best interests of family life, society and 
the state to permit of divorces being 
lightly and easily obfained, or to allow 
amy law which is wide enough to militate 
by its laxity against the principle of 
marriage,” says Sir Gorell. 

“But,” he adds, ‘the conviction has 
forced itself upon me that permanent 
separation without divorce has a distinct 
tendency to encourage immorality, and is 
an unsatisfactory remedy to apply to an 
evil which it is eupposed to prevent.” 

Several expert opinions might be cited 
in support of this view. That of Thomas 
Paynter Allen, secretary of the Marriage 
Law Reform Association, will be of pe- 


cullar interest to Americans, because he 
wolds the view, based on wide knowledge 
of the subject that the stringency of the 
Hinglish divorce lawe are more produc- 
tive of immorality 
American laws.

Career of Captain William Daniel Grant, Who Was 


Such a Factor in the Development of the City. 
He Introduced Commercial Fertilizers. 


By R. J. Massey. 
CIENTISTS state the fact, that no 
two men are alike, or have ever 
been physically, morally and men- 
tally. That of the many millions of 
inhabHMants on the globe at present, or 
have ever been, each personality has had 
a marked individuality. This statement 
applies as aptly to “the men who made 
Atlanta” as to any other class of men. 
No two men in our series of sketches, 
although presenting strong points aimilar 
to each other, have been wholly alike. 
We present the name of Captain William 
Danie) Grant, Jate of Atlanta, whose short 
but serviceable life develops many salient 
points decidedly characteristic. 

Without any experience whatever on the 
farm, after graduating from the gtate unl- 
versity at the tender age of twenty, in 
1857, the was put in charge of his father's 
large plantation interests. Aw if by in- 
tuition, he became master of the situa- 
tlon. He managed this farm with such 


'merked guccess that within four years it 


Was made to yield double crops, and one 
year treble of cotton, corn and other 
produce. To aid him in doing thie he in- 
troduced the use of commerctal fertilizers. 
In fact,-he hag the reputation of having

Thus dates a grand era in Georgia farm- 
1870, ten years thereafter, fol- 
lowing Captain Grant’s example, the 
Georgia farmers thag used about 25,000 
tons each year. It is interesting to note 
the rapid rate at. which fertilizers were 
used in Georgia. In 1880 there were a 
hunmdred and fifty. thousand tons. In 
1890 there were three hundreg thousand 
tons. So that from Captain Grant’s hum- 
ble beginning in !860, within forty-five 
years fertilizers amounting to

Georgia.is the richer by 
millions of gollars. For instance, in 1860, 
Georgia realized $600,000 from her cotton 
crop. Today largely over $2,000,000 are 
annually realized from cotton and by its 
by-products, such as cotton seed hulls, 
cotton seed oil, ang other products into 
which these have been manufactured.

When the late civil war assumed pro- 
portions, Captain. Gramt at once resigned 
his place on the farm and went to the 
front, at the command of a cavalry of 
Walton county men, raised almost eén- 
tirely and equipped by himself. This gal- 
lant company cast its lot with that grand 
cavalryman, Nathaniel Bedford Forrest, 
and here the young farmer proved him- 
self fully at much at home as he had 
done on the broad acres of his father's 
farm. He and his men were present at 
ull the fiercest fights in which Forrest 
engaged for the first three years of the 
late civil war. He led his command et 
the capture of Murfreesboro, Tenn.; par- 
ticipated in all the engagements around 
Nashville, also at Mumford, Perrysville 
and Crab Orchard, Ky. .To him was en- 
trusted the post of protecting the retreat 
to Knoxville. For his gallantry dis- 
piayed at the battle of Stone river he 
was highly complimented. 

Captain Grant served in the confederale 
ermy until discharged on account of ill 
Lealth. Later during the war he became 
superintendent of the construction of for- 
tifications around the city of Atlanta, un- 
aer direction of Colonel L. P. Grant, of 
the engineer corps of Johnston's army. 

A few days prior to the relief of Gen- 
eral Joseph ££. Johnston from the com- 
mand of the army of the Tennessee he 
reported to the authorities at Richmond 
that ‘“‘the breastworks in defense of the 
city of Atlanta are impenetrable.” When 
General Hood assumed command, how- 
cver, he ordered the chief of his engineer 
corps to confer with Captain Grant and 
have certain points in the defenses 
strengthened. This was done at once, 
shortly before the evacuation of Atlanta 
by the confederate army. When Sirer- 
man’s chief engineer examined these ram- 
parts le reported to his chief that “the 
fortifications before Atlanta were well 
conceived, ably planned and faithfully 
exeouted.”’ At the same time expressions 
of great surprise that these works had 
been constructed by a youth, inexperti- 
enced and not the recipient of military 
training were fully indulged in by the 
gentlemen. , 

These three inckdents, in the life of 
young Gramt, showing as it were a nat- 
ural born farmer, brave confederate cap- 
tain and competent civil engineer, give 
life should more than interest the or- 
dirary reader. 

He was the only child of Captain John 


On his paternal side Captain Grant was 
Scoich, six generations in America, from 
whom he inherited many of those char- 
acteristics which so signally distinguished 
him, both as a citizen and a financier. 
He was born in Athens, Ga., in 1837, In 
tlre house of his grandfather, Daniel 
Grant. His mother was Miss Martha 
Cobb Jackson, daughter of Willtam H. 
Jéackson and Mildred Cobb Jackson. This 
lady descended from the most. historic 
and illustrious blood of the south. In 
reality she was a fit helpmeet for such

T. Grant, father of William Daniel Grant.

Coming to the Sherman-smitten 
city after the war, he proved the. abid- 
ing faith he had in her future by link- 
ing his own fortunes with the forces of 
development which were so busily at

Chanting the material prophecies which 
the future has so splendwily fulfilled, 
Captain Grant at once became vitally 
identified with whatever concerned the 
weal or woe of his adopted home.

extensive real. estate holder and the 
largest tax payer in the city. 

His one real estate venture, that of 
erecting the Prudential building, placed 
him foremost in that particular line of 
development. The Prudential, a _ ten- 
story, steel frame, fire-proof biulding, 
representing an investment of at least 
a half mi®lion dollars, was dDuilt in 1899. 


| It was a bold venture, undertaken at the 


close of the panic, when the wisdom of 
the investment was questioned. But Cap. 
tain Grant's confidence in the growth of 
Atlanta was not misplaced. It is one of 
the handsomest buildings of its; character 
in ‘tthe United States, and has proven an 
architectural and fimamcial success. Fort- 
uneately for Captain Grant, he secured 
for himself the benefit af the low prices 
then prevailing, and offered employment 
to laborers and manufacturers of mate- 
rial of all kinds at a time when they 
needed it most. 

Captain Grant’s success in this enter- 
prise has proven a most potent factor 
in t#@e material building up of Atianta. 
It hag developed an era of building steel 
framne, #kyscrapers in the city, so that 
today our city stands without rival aS an 
office home from Boston and Philadel- 
phia to New Orleans. In fact, many 
huge concerns in HBurope and America— 
importers and manufacturers—have 1lo- 
calized branches of their business in At- 
lanta in exclusion to all other cities, 
cause of the magnificent quarters as of- 
fice room that Atlanta’s skysccrapers of- 
fer them. 

This one advantage, together with her 
railroad facilities, which Atlanta offers 
over all other southern cities, has 
brought many thousand inhabitants to 
her borders. All this, too, owing to the 
unerring bold genius which prompted 
Cuptain Grant to make this venture in 
1899. 

In consequence of the Georgia peni- 
tentiary being burned up by order of 
General Sherman in marching through 
Georgia, what to do with the convicts 
just after the war, in her impoverished 
condition, became a questit0On of para- 
mount interest. Captain Grant and his 
father, in connection with other capi- 
talists, conceived the plan and success- 
fully carried it out, to hire all the 
convicts, systemize them into several 
camps, and employ them on public 
works and large plantations, Thus the 
convicts became a source of revenue to 
the state. At the same time these 
gentlemen so judiciously managed them 
that handsome returns were the conse- 
quences. They had thus solved an is- 
sue which had bothered the minds of 
the solons of the state for a half cen- 
tury or more. The public records go 
to show that at almost every sitting 
of the legislature appropriations more 
or less had to be passed to meet the de- 
ficit in this department, 

Although a very busy man, constantly 
engaged in large financial transactions, 
Captain Grant was a man of unusual 
culture. He combined a happy faculty 
for business, unerring in its calcula- 
tions and instinct, with a love for art 
and literature eqfially keen in subtle 
discrimination. Everything that could 
minister to such unexceptional] taste was 
provided out of his abundant means for 
beautifying his domestic Surroundings. 

His private library was one of the 
best selections, and the most extensive 
in the south. His mina constituted a 
aac storehouse of its treasures, his- 

rical, classical and scientific. In his 
latter days he spent much of his time 
with his favorite authors.

BE. Lester, member of the national 


house of representatives for the first | 


district and dean of the state's dele- 
gation at Washington, will be received 
with genuine sorrow in all parts of 
Georgia. 


Colonel Lester has long been one, 


of the foremost figures in the politics 


end affairs of the state in which he | 
was born and to whose interests he. 


gave much of his life. He was born 
in Burke county, but the days of his 
manhood have been spent in Savan- 
nah. He served with distinction as 
a soldier of the confederacy. In the 
trying days of the reconstruction pe- 
riod he was one of the valiant lead- 
ers for the restoration of the state 
to her people. During the stormy pe- 


riod from 1870 to 1879 he was a mem-| 


ber of the state senate, being presi- 
dent of that body for the last three 
years of his membership. For six 
years he served Savannah ably and 
well as mayor.

He was elected as representative from 
the first district for the fifty-first con- 
gress, and has served continuously 
since—about seventeen years in all.

Majority Verdicts. 

Following the plea recently made 
for reform in American jurisprudence 
as applied to the finding of indict- 
ments and the latitude of grand ju- 
ries, there has arisen a general dis- 
cussion over the advantages of sub- 
stituting for our present method of 
reaching decisions by a unanimous 
verdict the plan of the majority ver- 
dict. 

It is suggested by the promoters 


of the idea that the change be con- 


fined to minor criminal and civil 
cases, the old procedure being retain- 


ed in cases involving felony or a cap- 


'ita]l offense. e 


There can be no doubt. that 
our existing metheds are such 
as to, deter the-~ poor litigant 
‘or prosecutor from seeking _re- 
dress .,at the hands of the 


law. One man, -if he is suffi- 


“ciently. obstinate or venal, can block 


the progress of justice indefinitely by 
“hanging” a jury and in the end force 
anew -trial, with its attendant ex- 
pense and delay. On the other hand, 
it would be necessary, were the new 
method adopted, to provide such pre- 
cautions as would insure a thorough 
consideration of the contentions of 
the. minority. The discretion of the 
trial judge would essentially be en- 
larged, to permit of his determining 
whether the majority of a jury had 
reached its conclusions after just and 
mature deliberation, or whether the 
desire to escape the confinement of 
the jury room had dictated a sup- 
pression of the majority to the in- 
‘ury of exact justice, 

In commenting on the innovation, 
The Chicago Record-Herald says: 

Moreover, this {Is emphatically and dfs. 
tinctively the land of the majority. It 
may not be abstractly the best way of de- 
terminating right, but it is, on the whole, 
the best human way yet devised. We 
determine by it the most momentous of 
our affairs. 

Often matters of high importance are 
determined by a mere plurality and tn 
all cases a bare majority of one Is final. 
We have always acquiesced in it. and 
the cases of real injustice under it have 
been Tare. while we have felt it better 
to submit quietly in those cases than to 
seek to change a system that has worked 
so well nearly always, 

Even in matters of purely —_ inter- 
pretation, where they are to be deter- 


a 


|Imined by a bench of three or more 
judges, a decision by a majority of the 
court {s final unless there be appeal to a 
| higher court. The rule obtains in the 
supreme and appellate courts of nearly 
or quite all the states, and it is no jess 
the mule in the highest of all our courts, 
the supreme court of the United States. 

If the vital affairs of the nation can be 
safely intnusted—and they can be and are 
—to a majority decision of our courts the 
affairs of individuals, civil affairs at 
|least, may as safely be intrusted ‘0 4 
verdict of a majority ‘‘of theig peers.’’ 

It has been often charged, espe 
clally by the students of our national 
criminal procedure, that the law pro- 
ceeded on the assumption that it were 
better to let ten guilty men escape 
than to unjustly punish one innocent 
individual. It must be confessed that 
this contention is frequently illustrat- 
ed by the delay, the mesh of techni- 
eal loopholes and the utterly super- 
fluous red tape attending the attempt 
to bring criminals to book. The same 
thing is noticeable in civil actions, 
though, perhaps, it bears with great- 
er injustice on the prosecutor of mod- \ 
erate means, who is frequently liter- / 
‘ally harried out of the court by the 
superior financial resources of the 
‘other side. 

The suggestion of the majority ver- 
dict as a partial palliation of this 
condition is, at least, plausible. At 
bottom, however, we are & conserva- 
tive people, despite our periodic out- 
bursts of hysteria. We are more em- 
phatically inclined to long hesitation, 
where the upsetting of judicial ma- 
chinery is concerned. So that while 
the majority verdict is an excellent 
idea for investigation and, perhaps, ’ 
limited experim@nt, it is tolerably 
certain that the American people will 
£0 slow in its adoption.

Napoleon had been leaning for sev- 
eral hours against the battlements of 
Valhalla, training a field glass on a 
dark object twirling through the 
firmament.

We have always favored the eight- 
hour law—on principle and in the ab- 
stract. But when it offers itself, as 
absolutely proved in the dispatch out- 
lined, as a solution for some of our 
most vexatious problems, we give it 
thrice welcome, and call the attention 
of patriotic employers—of congress 
itself—to the infinite possibilities 
thus temptingly displayed. 


The crying need of the south is im- 


migration. We need more men in 
the fields and the factories and the 
mines. Make the eight-hour law a 
state institution and within a few 
yeats immigration would cease to be 


8 problem, For if within a brief ten’ 


months of its beneficent operation 
the birthrate increased 15 per cent, 
what could we not expect when it had 
become a regular part of our national 
system? Why, when it had grown to 
perfection through the full demon- 
stration of its virtues, we venture the 
assertion that the birthrate would in- 
crease 20, 30, 60—perhaps even 100 
per cent. 

The national population would mul- 
tiply so rapidly that the United 
States would make the teeming mil- 
ions of China look insignificant. 
Necessarily, the law would have :to 
be extended to that useful tribe—the 
storks. For unless they multiplied to 
keep pace with the galloping growth 
of population, the limited number 
now available would perish through 
overwork and our last state be worse 
than the tirst. Finally, the thing 
would reach such a stage that the 
heavens would be darkened by cov- 
eys of these birds in flight. Where 
they now stop but seldom in front of 
the houses of the land, they would 
make frequent visits. Before the on- 
tush of their battanlions, under the 
benign auspices of the eight-hour law, 
the specter of race-suicide would 
commit harti-kari. 

The statistics from Chicago are, 
moreover, the vindication of a great 
natural law which has been embodied 
in the homespun epigram, “Eight 
hours for labor, eight: hours for pleas- 
ure, eight hours for rest.” They 
demonstrate that an observance of 
the law is rewarded with that which 
nations most desire—a steady in- 
crease in the birthrate and a decrease 
of the deathrate. In the latter direc- 
tion, also, we see many possibilities. 
Following the eight-hour law to its 
logical conclusion, we perceive Amer- 
ica ultimately becoming a nation of 
centenarians, since we have discov- 
efed an antidote to the strenuous 
living of the day which is charged 
with abridging the allotted span. 

Simple, ground in ethics, automatic 
in operation, increasing the supply of 
citizens, decreasing the rate of their 
departure, the universal observance 
of the eight-hour law offers itself as 
a sublime panacea well worth our 
earnest support. It means that event- 


ually the stork will supplant the eagle 


as our national emblem. 

Humor to one side, phystfological 
facts underlying the amusing little 
story from Chicago recommend it to 
the serious study of our national 
economists.

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Substantial Progress. 

The traveling public of Georgia is 
tc be heartily congratulated on the 
action of the Central of Georgia and 
the Georgia Southern and Florida 


railroads in applying for the privilege 


of issuing .interchangeable mileage 
books in common with the other rail- 
roads of the state. Both of these 
lines cover a broad and tremendously 
populous portion of Georgia, and the 
eventual inauguration of interchange- 
eble mileage on their systems means 
a substantial saving to the commer- 
clal interests of the state, not to 
speak of the manner in. which busi- 
ness will be universally facilitated. 

The action of these lines leaves 
only one system in the state outside 
of the interchangeable mileage agree- 
ment—the Southern railroad. Consid- 
ering the many divisions of the South- 
ern and the territory it intersects, the 
exception will be seen to be a rather 
important one. There are well-ground- 
cd rumors, however, to the effect 
that this railroad will soon withdraw 
its opposition to the project. When 
it does, interchangeable mileage will 
be an accomplished fact throughout 
Georgia and the south. 

Severa] months ago The Constitu- 
tion inaugurated the fight for inter- 
changeable mileage in -this_ state, 
pointing out the hardships that its 
absence worked on the traveling men 
in Georgia and business generally. It 
was shown that the system, as op- 
erated in other states, has demon- 
strated its practicability and profit, 
from the standpoint of the carrier as 
well as that of the patron. 

It cannot be put into effect at too 
early a date in Georgia. The drum- 
mers and commercial interests have 
been deprived of its advantages for 
a sufficient length of time. The least 
the railroads can do is to oppose no 
further obgtacles to its universal ob- 
rervance.

Therefore, no gov- 
ernor would have any more right to 
suspend a railroad commissioner who had 
exercised a discretion conferred upon 
him by the legislature than a private 
citizen would. The executive would be 
interfering with the legislative depart- 
ment, and hence such an usurpation of 
power* would be illegal, and any gover- 
nor exercising it would be subject to im- 
peachment.

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The state prison commission yesterday 
turned into the state treasury $3,139.71! 
from the sale of small farm products 
raised on the state farm near Milledge- 
ville. T..e products sold were such as 


raised in excess of the quantity needed 
for consumption on the farm. Under 
the new law the commission is re 
quired to turn the proceeds from all 
sales from the farm into the state treas- 
ury, and the annual expenses of that in- 
stitution are regularly appropriated by 
the general assembly. 
‘ While no definite day has been fixed 
the commission has decided to sell the 
state’s 600 bales of cotton grown on 
the farm, at once, and this will be put 
On the market probably the latter part 
of this month. It is expected to bring 
between $25,000 and $30,000. 

The state farm, which ig worked by 
that class of convict labor for which 
there is no market, including women 
and youths, and those men classed as 
not able-bodied, will, It is stated, made 
a better showing this year than ever 
before in its history. It will turn a good 
net profit_into the state treasury over 
and above all expenses despite the fact 
that the commission expended this year 
about $3,000 for mules and almost as 
much for fertilizers. A definite state- 
ment of the results at the farm this 
year will be forthcoming in the commis- 
sion’s annual report, which will be is- 
Sued about the time of the meeting of 
the general assembly.

The interurban 
trolley line between Augusta and Aiken 
has been considerably damaged from 
washouts and delayed regular sched 
ules. 

Two railway wrecks have occurred, one 
on the Georgia railroad || miles from 
the city, where the engine and two cars 
of a freight train ran into a washout, the 
uhird car being derailed. 

The engineer and fireman escaped by 
jumping into the water on the roadside 
mone thgh waist deep. Incoming and 
cuigoing passenger trains ran to thet 
point aml transferred passengers, 

Two miles above the city an exim 
freight train was wrecked, but no infe 
ries resulted. The track was unde

“What must be the inevitable result of 
such legislation in this state? It would 
mean the disfranchisement of no less 
than 36;000 good white cltizens in ths 
state, every one of ‘whom today has the 
power of the ballot, and the enfranchise- 
ment of more than twice as many eda- 
cated negroes, not a one of whom under 
our system of today can vote. 

No Negro Votes in Georgia. 

Mr. Howell showed that under the 
present system in force in Georgia not a 
single negro enjoys the privilege of the 
bajlot. ‘The constituticnal provision re- 
coupled with the white primary system, 
has more effectually disfranchised the 
negro in Georgia than could pwssibly be 
done by any disfranchisement law that 
could ‘be passed. cUreorgia has already 
disfranchised the negro by the only legal 
method, and the grave danger lies in 
substituting for this method a new, a 
deuttful and an illegal system. 

Mr. Howell dealt with the railroad 
question aiong general lines, showing the 
absurdity and falsity of the charge that 
he stands as a friend to the conpora- 
tions. He showed that he had never 
owned a dollar’s worth of railroad stock 
in his life, and never had any interest 
whatever in any railroad corporation, 
Not only that, but no railroad corpora- 
tion was, directly or indirectly, imterested 
in any enterprise with which he was 
connected. 


His Work for the People. 


His record in public life, covering a 
period of nearly eighteen years, he said, 
spoke for itself. He showed that he had 
strongly supported the Glenn county tax 
bill, the franchise tax bill and other 
measures in the interests of the people, 
and that by the statements of others 
qualified to speak, the success of those 
measures was, in a large degree, due to 
his efforts. Though repeatedly challenged 
to do so, his adversaries have never been 
able yet to present one single item, not 
a single vote or speech of his, showing 
that in any way he has ever sacrificed 
the interests of the people in favor o 
any corporation on the face of the earth, 
railroad or otherwise. 

“Rut I do not hesitate to say,” Mr. 
Howell said, “that I would like to see 
more railroads built in Georgia. I would 
like to see them crisscrossing every coun- 
ty im the state. I believe we sivould in- 
vite here the foreign capital of all the 
world, asking it to come here and help 
us to build wp the greatest state in all 
the union. Let us invite it to come with 
the assurance that it will receive fair 
and equitable treatment, but on the con_ 
dition that it shall treat the people fair- 
ly and justly amd if it does not do so, 
the strong arm of the state will reach 
out and compel it to respect the rights 
and interests of the people. (Applause.) 

Mr. Howell showed that no man in the

declared no one would do more to bring 
about the removal of all unjust discrimi- 
nations in rates wherever they may be 
found,

“A child of parents who have 
nothing to give it but sicknesg or, worse, 
some disease, some mental taint or physi- 
cal deformity which warps the mind, 
calrot compete in the worid.

understand it. Suppose his parents die. 
‘There is that: child left alone to make 
his way. He must hve. Honestly, if 
he can, if he understandg whai it means, 
but he must live. Society does not do 
anywuhing for him until he steals and then 
it locks him up, and if there is anything 
lacking in his criminal education, tne 
penal institution perfects it. 

“We have had capital punishment for 
years, but still crime is slowly on the 
incriase. If a man is a hopeless crimi- 
nal degenerate, don’t punish him with 
hate, but make a iogical example of

SAYS CARTER: 


FFOWLS TREATED CRUELLY 


SAYS S. P. C. A. PRESIDENTS 


T the request of Henry B. Kine, of 
A Augusta, president of the Georgia 
Society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals, the state railroad com- 
mission has taken up the matter of the 
proper shipment of fowls iwith the South- 
ern Express Company with a view to see- 
ing if some rules cannot be devised for 
remedying the severe conditions under 
which such shipments are now generally 
made. 

The ‘complaints are several. In the 
first place- geese and turkeys are fre- 
quently shipped in the same coop with 
small chickens, the result being that 
when the coop is hurriedly tilted in 
handling the heavier fowls arg thrown 
upon the smaller ones, often crushing 
them. Then the cages or coops are gen- 
erally constructed so low that the fowls 
do not have a chance to stand erect, 


which is a great hardship to them, some- | 
times resulting in death or injury when | 
thelr heads protruce through the holes | 


in the upper part of the coop. Another 
complaint is lodged against coops with 
open bottoms, as the result of which 


chickens often get their feet caught and 
their legs broken. 

President King, in his letter, asked 
that some steps be taken toward remedy. 
ing these evils and preventing the om 
sequent cruelties. A copy of the letter 
was sent to Second Vice President C 1 
Loop, of the Southern Express Company, 
at Chattanooga, Tenn., with q request 
that he take the matter up and seg wht 
could be done. 

The commission today received a jeter 
from Mr. Loop stating taht he wad Wie 
ins to cooperate in the matter and to @ 
what he could to remedy the situatim 
But he suggested that one difficulty it 
the way of the railroad commission tak- 
ing any action was that the large vO.- 
ume of such shipments «were interste®, 
and over these the commission wo 
have no jurisdiction.

I Welleve that the racing game in

All that is needed is a change in man- 
agement to revive the interest in the 
game and make it liver and faster than 
ever before. 

The interest will probably never equal 
that in France and in other European 
countries, for here baseball: is the na- 
tional game, and there they don’t know 
the horsehide game, but have adopted 
bicycle racing as the greatest of all the 
sports, 

Why, over there in France I am as 
well known and as well liked as if lI 
were a Frenchman, In fact, to them lI 
have ceased to be an American, I am 
a Frenchman. They care more for me 
I believe than they do here in Atlanta. 

I have been riding ten years now, 
starting out in 1896, and I believe that 
I am riding faster now than I ever did. 
y can see no decline in my work, cer- 
tainly I have been riding faster and 
winning just as many races as ever. 

Back in the times when I started, 
when the bicycle was the fad, they 
cared a lot about the game here in 
America, but I believe that the racing 
game will be as well patronized in the 
near future as it was then, 

Right now there are as many 
packed into the coliseums where the 
races are run ag there ever were. We 
have always drawn fine here in Atlanta. 
In New York, the six-day race ig the 
sporting event of the year. In Boston 
everybody wants to see the big races. 

When I Started Hiding. 

About the first races I remember rid- 
ing in. were pulled off in Columbus, Ga. 
There were eight events, seven for men 
and one for boys. I entred the boys’ 
race, and they accepted my entry, 4al- 
though I was !I7 years old, a little older 
than the limit. I also entered the men’s 
races. | started out that day to do my 
best. 

One by one I pulled down the first 
places in the races, and before I fin- 
ished @ ork Tor the day I had taken the 
first seven races for men.

Ot to the third quarter I commenced to 
wonder where the rest of the fellows 
were and I turned to look at them. By 
George, they had all drawn together in 
a bunch @ short distance behind me, and 
were preparing to start a great dash so 
as to go by me in a hurry and leave me 
completely out of it. It was lucky that 
I saw them. I “‘dug’’ and not a one of 
those guys passed me, not only that, but 
I won the other two races also, and 
Quinn was just about as sore as he 
could be. He went out in front of the 
grand stand -and said that I could not 
ride and did not know hew to, and a lot 
of other things. 

That was my real start in racing. 

Racing for Ten Years. 

I have been racing steadily for ten 
years now, and must have ridden forty 
or more races a year.I suppose I have 
taken part in 500 races in all, and of the 
number I must have won at least 95 
per cent. A number of the races I lost 
were due to accidents to my motor and 
to my wheel. 

Four’ times-I have gone to Europe and 
raced there, where I am now as much 
at home as in Atlanta, so well do they 
know me there. 

Over in Europe you have got to show 
them, but when you are doing it, and 
after you have done it, you get a fair 
show by them, better on some occasions 
than you get in America. The first year 
I. went to France I won ten out of the 
eleven races I took part in, winning the 
first one in Paris. 

For two straight years f have. won 
the world's championship and will try 
to take it again this year. 

In the race for the world’s champlon- 
ship there ig little money and little re- 
ward of a financial character of any 
sind.

Condition of University Generally 
Is Very Fine 


Board Commends High Moral Tone, 
Favors Greek Course, Wants 
More Room in Dormitories, 
and Considers Too Much 
Athletics an Bvil. 


Athens. Ga., June 16.—(Spectal.)—The 
board of visiters this morning submit- 
lted the following 1Qport to the board of 


; trustees of the University of Georgia: 
The board of visitors beg leave to 
submit the following report: 
‘Chancellor Hill. 
| The board expresses its profound grief 
over the death of Chancellor Hill, His 
high character, rare intellectuality, va- 
ried and ripe scholarship, executive abil- 
ity,. and. comprehensive grasp of educa- 
tional Interests, added to his patriotism 
and love of the university, his alma 
mater, made him the ideal chancellor. 
The. people of Georgia mourn his. loss 
and reverve. his memory, The student 
body. of this institution seems to have 
been largely influenced since his death 
to exercise that self-control,and to fee! 
that incentive to noblé action which he 
‘taught them. His work of initiative and 
execution was brilliant and permanent 
and is his lasting monument. At the 
time of his death he was rapidly making 
the influence of the university national. 
He concentrated 
alumni upon the institution. For what 
he did and what he was preparing to 
do he will be placed in a prominent 
niche in. the temple of fame. 


Acting Chancellor D. C. Barrow. 
The affairs of the university have been 
managed with ability and success by 
Professor Barrow since the death of the 
chancellor. Enshrined in the love and 
respect of the students of the faculty, 
Professor Barrow has done 4a noble 
work, which deserves univérsal appro- 
bation. 
The Faculty. 

| The board hag held conferences with 
'thé faculty and with a number of the 
leading students in the yniversity. This 
contact has impressed us deeply with 
the excellence of the faculty their schol- 
arship, grasp of departmental work, 
courtesy. plane. and the cordial rela- 
tions existing between them and the 
students. 


Moral Tone. 

As character is the great essential fn 
education, we commend the university 
for having perhaps the highest moral 
tone in {tse history. This evidence comes 
from so many sources that it cannot 
be doubted. We do not say there have 
been no Infractions of moral law, but 
that they have Been few. In point of 
good character and discipline in the 
student body, we think this university 
is not surpassed in the United States. 


Literary Societies. 

We commend the tmprovement tn the 
literary societies. They are doing better 
than in four or five -vears, but we think 
they have room-for growth. The Enge- 
lish department {fs doing an itmportant 
work in fostering the societies. We think 
that occasional visits of members of the 
faculty during the debates as friends of 
the boys ‘would be stimulative. .If the 
faculty would some timé take part tn the 
debates it would tend to focus attention 
on the’soclety hall, and to increase the 
goog feeling between the students and 
the authorities. The bovs need to be 
impressed that the soclety as an instru- 
ment of improvement receives the eart- 
nest and active support of the faculty, 
We commend the action of some mem- 
bers of the faculty who have attende4 
the sessions. 


Intercollegiate Debates. 

It ig a source of congratulation to the 
friends of the university to learn that in 
the last five years in eight intercollegiate 
debates the university boys have won 
five contests. This fact evidences care- 
ful teaching, and increases the esprit de 
corps along literary lines. 


Rhetoric and English Literature. 

The large attendance at the universt’y 
renders the work in several departments 
greater than the preeent force can do 
Unless assistance is given the work must 
be slurred, the standard lowered an4 
public confidence destroyed. It would be 
a misfortune to drive away students by 
failing to provide the necessary corps of 
teachers. Flesh and blood cannot stand 
up under the present work. One profes- 
sor in rhetoric and English Hterature has 
more than four hundred themes to cor- 
rect and grade each week. We recom- 
mend the addition of an instructor in this 
department. 


Mathematics. 

We find seventy boys in ohe room in 
mathematics. It is impossible to .teach 
under this condition. We recommend an 
Instructor to aid in this work by sub- 
division of the class. 

English Department, 

Because of the excellence of his wok 
we recommend the promotion of Pro- 
fessor DuBose to an instructorship. in 
German, 

Greek. 

We commend Greek for its great and 
varied usefulness, and we could depre- 
cate any disposition to set it aside for 
other stuides. In mind training it has 
no superior. In the growth of science 
the study of Greek becomes an increas- 
ing necessity, and we are glad to note in 
the New England. states that it is 
strengthening its hold on educational 
thought. In Germany, which is the 
leader in thought and culture, Greek is 
prominent. 

For his excellent work in teaching 
Latin and Greek, we recommend the 
promotion, of Professor McWhorter to an 
instructorship. 

Military Department. 

Majof Kimbrough has greatly im- 
proved the military department. He gives 
three drills a week, which promote the 
health and bearing of the students. The 
encampment of. thé cadets at Gainesville 
was successful in giving’ some idea of 
army ilfe and in affording needed rest 
after severé examinations. We think 
that four drills a week would be much 
better than three, 

State Agent. 

Professor Stewart has done an ad- 
mirable work as state agent. He has 
established a system of accredited 
schools, which correlate the work of the 
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the acttivities - of. the 


high schools of the #tate with the unt-| 
versity. As a result the attendance a 
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lanta Athletic Club. 
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will be done in the high schools to meet 


college requirements, 

Already every room in the domitories 
has been taken for next year and the 
state agent is asking for more. It should 
be provided. We recommend that Pro- 
fessor Stewart encourage in his visits to 
the high schools of the state the forma- 
tion of debating societies. These socie- 
ties would ‘prove of incalculable good to 
the boys who do not come to college, and 
especially to the societies at the univer- 
sity. 

Intercollegiate Athletics. 

The extent to which intercollegiate 
athletics shiuld be fostered is a mooted 
question. ‘We think its tendency is evil, 
if excessive time and_attention are given 
to it. We believe no Students should 
be permitted to participate In the con- 
tests winless a satisfactory standard in 
scholarship shall have been attained. A 
strict conservatism should be observed 
and the rule enforced. 

Denmark Hall. 

Denmark Hall js already historic for 
the great work it is doing. Very many 
boys are getting an education whi could 
no do so but for the low iprice at which 
good ‘board its ecured there. Wholesome 
food, well cooked and served in proper 
Style, costs the student from $8 to $8.50 
per mionth. The institution is self-sus- 
taining. The state owes its gratitude 
to Colonel C. M. SneHing for his eéx- 
cellent management. We heartily com- 
mend placing the pavement from Chana- 
ler Hal) to Denmark Halt. 


Summer School. 


We cordially indorse the summer school 
under the management of Professor eu 
Woofter, its able srperintendent. Hun-

We regard the blue list a great incen- 
tive to study and we regret its discon- 
tinuance this year and last.

The wea thoren aie 
whoily inadequate. As a result the stu- 
dents are forced to suspend work in very 
cold weather, or to sit in uncomfortable 
positions, as they catch cold and possi- 
bly pneumonia while they recite or work 
in the laboratory. Such management is 
unjust amd is very poor economy. 

The dormitories are fire traps, They 
have no fire escapes. This fact has been 
impressed upon us by the students. We 
recommend the placing of fire escapes at 
each end of the Candler building. 

State College of Agriculture and 
Mechanic Arts. 

We commend Dr. H. C. White, presi- 
dent of the state college of agriculture 
and mechanical arts, for his scholarly 
zeal and ability in all that pertains to 
the welfare of the university. His gréat 
work for Georgia youth along scientific 
lines ig universally recognized. 


Department of Agriculture, 

The department of agriculture is so 
vast in its possible usefulness to 80 per 
cent of our people, in fact, to every per- 
son in Georgia, that we recommend that 
nothing be left undone to promote its 
Strength. The addition of 500 arras of 
fertHe farming land to the university 
campus makes it necessary to establish 
an experiment station in the direct con- 
nection with the chair of agriculture for 
the benefit of the farmers of “the state. 

The generous gift of Hon. George Fos- 
ter Peabody of additional land adjoining 
the campus should inspire Georgia to do 
her part in liberal appropriations, 

We have visited the university farm oc- 
cupled by the school of agriculture and 
horticulture and we find that it is a 
magnificent plant, affording splendid op- 
portunity for successful teaching.

as interesting a fact to find that to- 
day the old Mosaic laws are as defi- 
nite and unchanged as the ‘Jewish type 
has temained through thovcsands of 
years. ; 

My friend often goes to the synagogue 
on the day of atonement, which falls 
sometime in September, and then it is 
that the orthordox Hebrew arises at 4 
o'clock in the morning, goes to his tem- 
ple and enters therein, in his stocking 
feet.

The woman who has told me so much 
of the Jewish people is, odd to Say, 
serving to the very opposite belief from 
the Hebraic, for she is a strict Cath- 
olic—a Jesuitiaa] Romanist—a donvert, 
which always makes for intense Catholic- 
ism. Yet I have never kmpown ths 
professor of any religious faith to bend 
in her human and religious interests. 


Catholics and Hebrews. 

She finds. she tells me, in Catholicism, 
many things handed down from the He- 
brew faith and customs, and this is no 
doubt the reason why Catholics and He- 
brews often do assimilate in a friendly 
way to the wonderment of the unwise. 

This particular friend, however, is a 
ratural assimilator. I believe she is 
one of the happiest if not the happiest 
woman I've ever known and it’s he- 
cause of this human assimilation more 
than anything else. I’m .sure, though 
fate has been very partial to her along 
many lines. 

She has been a widow—a rich one—for 
Seventeen years, a fact many would 
deem a cause for congratulation, and to 
be. a tich independent widow is ce-- 
the nearest akin to a sure and 
continuous state of contentment ner- 
haps that life has to offer, but are we 
ever given anything in this world, I 
wonder, without being asked to pay the 
price of it and a good price, too? 

This woman might be cited as the most 
fortunate of all her sex had her wid- 
owhood been the leavings from a love- 
less marriage; but her marriage was 
ideal, and then she had three children 
and so there ig the price she has paid— 
the terrible heart-rending price of hu- 
man love—mother love, wife love. Some 
women, after this mourn always, but 
this cheerful and beautiful spirit locked 
her own grief away and put up a brave 
front of smiles, for other people. 

She loves people. That's the secret of 
her content. She lives in the bliss, the 
hopes, the ambitions of others. She has 
the largest afsortment of friends of any 
|}woman I know, and never have I. seen 
such supreme indepedence in a choice of 
intimates as he exhibits. She Ifkes peo- 
ple for themselves because they interest 
and appeal to her individually. 

One day I find her bound for an out- 
of-town fa#hionable wedding the account 
of which will cover a page each in our 
resplendent journals the next; another 
morning she goes to Hoboken to visit 
some obscure person who knits antima- 
cassers and has a profane parrot; and 
still another finds her working a cure 
through friends on some blind girl. 


She Knows the Best. 

She knows the ‘best of everything so- 
cial in smart society—in art and in mu- 
8ic. and Jewish society here she knows 
better, perhaps, than any New’ York wo- 
man who is not married to Hebrew. 

She says she finds in the Hebrew more 
temperament, more wit, more intellectual 
charm and artistic feeling than. in any 
people in the world. ‘“‘They are the smart- 
est race on. earth’’ she declares, ‘‘the 
keenest students, the most able people 
mentally in every line, and the truest and 
best of friends, generous, sympathetic

Every season she givés a tea for her 
Hebrew friends and says its the one she 
most enjoys and gets more out of in 
the way of clear and original chat. 

The late Mrs. Louis Stern, whose char- 
ities in New York are so well known and 
reverently remembered was a great 
friend of this young widow, and she was 
telling me of Mrs. Stern’s generosity 
to her and it was repeated she said in 
the case of many other friends not of 
Mrs. Stern's faith. “Every year,” said 
my friend, ‘“‘Mrs, Stern would come to 
me and ask if I had all.the money I 
wanted for my ‘own private charities.

In looking for some fitting word to de- 
scribe the new city prison that has been 
formerly and erroneously called’ the 
“Stockade,”’ I can find no better term 
than “A Wonder in Concrete.” 

That building will ever stand as a mon- 
ument to the labor, the genius and the 
efficiency of Henry L. Collier, Atianta’s 
commissioner of public works. 

It is the only building of the kind on 
the face of the earth. It is constructed 
of concrete from “turret to foundation 
stione,”’ 


to botton. The foundations, the floors, 
the sills, the walls, the foists, the roof, 
the stairways, the steps, the basins, and 
even the tables are all made of solid 
concrete. To the wnintiated it might 
seem impossible to.make a whole bufid- 
ing, four stories high of cement, sand 
and pebbles and make ft. gll stand-up 
ard hold together, but this- is» exactly 
what Mr. Collier has dg@me. 

And that is not all he has done:in mak- 
ing this~ wonderful building. He has 
made it cost the city only about $20,000 
when any contractor would have charged 
at least $75,000.

people in the north are regarded as very 
pcor compared to middle or lower China. 
Middle China's productions are numer- 
ous, and it seldom suffers from flood and 
O6rcught. So that people in the south 
are very much better off than those of 
the north. 

“Now the Chinese are agriculturisis 
and they are Mkewise mechanics. They 
can and do adapt themselves to every- 
thing, mining, cultivating, etc., and they 
adapt themselves readily anywhere. So 
@ country that has the Chinese is pros- 
perous, and produces a commerce that 
encourages foreign shipping and trans- 
pertation. In the north the overplus of 
Ciinese labor goes to Menchuria, and 
nearly all the crops in Manchuria are 
cultivated by the labor of Chinese. They 
go baek in the spring when the country 
opens, and cultivate the crops during the 
summer, returning to their provinces in 
the fall, after harvest, and live there. 
In middle China those people seldom 
ever go wbroad at all. They stick very 
cose at home. The country is ampie 
for them, and their crops are generally 
rice and cotton and these af generally 
very good. 

Cotton and Chinese Crop Methods. 


“As to the cotton crop, that’s another 
oint’ which interests you. According to 
nese history, one of the first things 
mentioned in the very earliest tribute of 
China—probably 2. B. C.—is cotton. 
Certainly they have had cotton for all 
the years since, for everybody every- 
where {is clad in cotton, except the very 
rich, whose under garments are cotton. 
but whose outer garments are silk and 
sutin. All of them wear some kind of cot- 
ton, and the poor wear cotton altogether. 
In the winter time they have no woolen 
goods, but wseually wear wadded cotton 
goods. Their bedding is all made of cot- 
ton, wadded with cotton, and covered 
with cotton, and so you see there is a 
tremendous amount of cotton produced 
in the country. How much we cannot 
say, for we have no statistics. But look- 
ing at the millions who wear the goods, 
you can easily understand that there is a 
great quantity produced, It is around us 
everywhere In the country. The way 
it is cultivated is this: 

“The Chinese take three crops—not al- 
ways, but they often do—from the same 
field a year. They (first plant wheat. 
When this wheat comes on and its nearly 
Tipe, they take the cottion seed, and roll 
them in ashes. then sow them broadcast 
over the heads of the standing wheat. 

“When the weat comes on, it is taken 
off with the sickle. When it fs taken off 
an#? refnoved, there is already a field of 
cotton six or eight inches high. The 
women come out with their little hoes, 
ang cut away the stubble’ of the wheat, 
anf in a few days that cotton has grown 
amazingly, beeause it has already started 
and the weather is warm. By the end 
of September the cotton ts grown, and 
all the fruit has already matured, and 
then they gather the cotton. 
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Sal@ they: ‘What does {t matter if we 
give about a ‘thalf a mile of territory to 
the French, or two miles to the English, 
or a mile and a half to the Americans? 
It’s onky a few acres of ground at the 
best.” And so they yielded and these 
foreign nations set up there their flags 
and establisheg their government. The 
consul general goes over there, having 
judiciat authority. Originally a consul 
had commercial jurisdiction, but wag not 
a judicial officer. They shave established 
these consulates with official authority. 
In getting up these governments there, 
the Chinese have come within the juris- 
diction of this territory. Originally the 
territory was granted for the accommo- 


“But just before they gather the cot- 
ton, they go over the field with beans. 
This is a large flat bean with a very 
stout stalk. They are ‘dibbled.”” They 
go through the cotton, ‘dibbling’ | along 
and planting it, putting about two. beans 
in a bill. 

“When the cotton is removed the stalks 
are pulled wp root and all and bound as 
you would bind straw, and used as fuel. 
Right after that there is a bean crop. 
Then the soil is turned over and stalks 
become a fertilizer. 

“They also use another kind of fertiliz- 
er, a different kind of bean, and I think 
they must have some intimation of bacte- 
rinlogy and of fertilizing the coil by 
supplying nitrogen. They may Know 
nothing of the process, but they do know 
it fertilizes. 


Women Make Cotton Goods. 


“The women do not leave off the cotton 
after ~~? planting and hoeing and 
picking it, Dut carry on the process of 
making into cloth. They pick (gin) the 
cotton with their fingers or on a Httle 
machine like our grandmothers used—a 


roller of wood against a roller of iron. 
Then they spin} 


turned with one hand. 
this cotton and the spinning wheel they 
use is a better one than our g@randmoth- 
ers had, because they had to walk to and 
fro while spinning, and tutn the wheel 
with their hand, and draw out one thread 
with the other, but the Chinese woman 
sits down to it and turns the wheel with 
her foot and Instead of drawing out one 
thread She draws out three, and she 
keeps her threads even by a little baton 
of wood so it is a much easier process, 
at the same time multyplying, speed by 
threeaw Then they make the cloth. 

“The cotton, however, that they are 
handling ig very short in staple, very 
coarse, and therefore makes very qarse 
cloth. During the American war. when 
America was blockaded and the cotton 
could not be gotten in England, England 
sent her ships there and loaded cotton 
in the port of Shanghai, but it was 
too short a staple. So they mixed it 
with the longer staple and used it to 
mamufacture cloth, which they returned 
and sold to China cheaper than 
could produce it. It was by that process 


that England gfadually got the market, | 
by underselling China’s home production. | 


Chinese Familiar With All Cotton) 


‘IT have dwelt a little longer on these! 
things because they are of personal inter-| 
est to you. Now the Chinese laborer {is | 
familiar with every kind of labor that you | 
have over here, whether it Is rice grow-| 
Ing, or cotton, or sugarcane, or mis ing, ! 
or truck gardening, or farming, or domes- | 
tic service. | 

‘There is not any department of labor | 
in: which the Chinese as laborers do not! 
excel. They are very industrious and | 
faithful and persistent. A man will go} 
home and marry a wife, and come Dack 
to you and stay three months without | 
asking leave to go back to her again.| 
It is a remarkable fact that these Chi-| 
nese in whatever respect you use them | 
excel. Barring the fact that some of 
them have learned to smoke opium, the 
Chinese laborer is certainly a mode) of 
industry and faithfulness. 

“Tl heard your discussions today and 
was very much interested In them, es- 
pecially your need of labor, and I have 
always urged that conscious need was 
the first step towards a change and an 
advancement, I have discovered that you 
are very conscious of your need. But 
one of your eakers here today said to 
rou as also the president of the United 
States said to me when I was in Wash- 
ington recently that the possibilty of 
getting these Chinese laborers was barred 
and it could not be done. 

“We were told today by one of the 
speakers, Mr. Sargent, that. ydu could 
not break over or accormplish such a re- 
labor to a field 
I don’t know, gentiemen. I 
simply t w out the hint to you that 
there is @ reserve power. It is there, 
and can be had, but perhaps not now. 


Why China Gave Away Land. | 


‘TIT will refer briefly to foreign patie! 
tions. The foreign relations of China have! 
always been rather aggressive. I have 
not time to enter fully into that subject, } 
yet you will easily understand it, be- 
cause China has been noni-progressive, | 
and exclusive for all the ages. She has| 
always had a dread of the foreigner. and, 
not understanding him she built her a! 
ang did all it 
was possible to exclude him by sea. Of 
course aggression marked commerce; 
commerce claimed rights. 

‘"Tihe foreigner demanded what was 
caleq ‘concessions’ or privieges of set- 
tement. They did not go into Chinese 
cities, and rent houses or built houses. 
No. They asked for a piece of territory 
outside the Chinese’ ports. They did not 
require it to be anything more than a 
plece of vacant ground. They wanted 
a location, and so the Emglish, French, 
and Americans at Shanghai demanded 
there in the first place a smaidl concession,

They thought the foreign elements were 
turbulent, and they were very glad to 
fhave them settle down and govern them- 
selves.

Better Treatment of Chinese Needed. 


‘When I came home the president had 
been notified that I was coming, and 
s0 a telegram reached me at Atlanta 
calling me at once to come to see the 
president. When I got up there I had 
a private inttrview rwith the presiden. 
He was very cordial, and seemed to te 
very anxious to have any light that [I 
could throw on the situation. The first 
question the president asked was, ‘What 
is the trouble?’ I answered the presi- 
dent that it is not the exclusion law. 
I never heard a Chinese take any ex- 
ception to the exclusion law. They rée- 
gard that as aji right, or at least not 
exceptional. They do not regard thai 
as very severe, but iwhat they did cb- 
ject to was the maladministration at 
San Francisco and other places on the 
Pacific, and even in the east, ag at Bos-

“Those cases were very simple ceases, 


between the gentleman, student, mer- 
chant, offigjal, or tourist, and the or- 
dinary cooitie that is excluded. The la- 
borer—the coolie—is excluded, but all 
these other classes are not mentioned 
and are mot excluded, but they hae 
been treated under one condemnation 
as being coolies. I said to the presi- 
dent that, carried on like this, the ques- 
tion could not be settled. The inspection 
should be made at the port of embarka- 
tion in China. The coolies come from 
the south (Canton) and the better class 
usualy embark for America at Hong 
ong, which is British territory. Now 
at the 
truth of the matter, and* they could 
easily determing whether it was an exX- 
cluded coolie or one of the privileged 
classes. When the truth is arrived at, 
don’t give them certificates, but kG 
them ‘have passports. 

“The president agreed most heartily 
with these suggestions. viz: removal of 
inspection to China, but said that the 
difficulty is getting honest men to, ad. 
minister the law, and that I suppose 
is true, because the Chinese say our 
foreign people are subject to bribes 
and corrupt. The Chinese know these 
things, and there is only ome way ct 
of this difficulty, and that Is, so far 
as inspectors are concerned, to place 
them aver on the China side. and then 
when the Chinese come over here with 
passports they may land as gentlemen, 
That is simple enough. Of course it de- 
pends wpon whether you gentlemen over 
here appreciate the situation. It is your 
interests and your entrpriss that are 
involved. It depends largely wpon the 
interest you take in this section, and 
how you press it before comgress, as 
to whether thse thinies are carried. 
through or not en this basis. 

“T had an interview also with some 
other influential gentlemen in Washing- 
ton, and I was astonished to see them 
taking a position like this, that the 
old treaty simply mentioned four classes, 
traders or merchants. tourists or tray- 
elers, students and officials. I suggested 
to them, ‘Why not make just simply one 
class—the coolie—as excluded. and  tIet 
the others be admitted, which are not 
in that category. It was said that could 
not be; they must stick to this old, un- 
just, unfair, provision in the old treaty. 
The president said to me in regard to 
that matter that the coolies were defi- 
nitely excluded. as I have alreadv men- 
tioned, but I think that that is subject 
to amendment. 

“J know the circumstances just now 
make it impossible for you to do any- 
thing, but the time will come, for there 
is mthere you will have to get your 
labor. I am free to say it, and I be- 
lieve I say the truth. The labor that 
you want in this country is not known 
in Burope. it does not exist, and the 
people you get over here: from Europe 
will never take the place nor do the 
labor that you want it for. There ara 
some. no doubt. that mav serve in the 
milis, amd some other industries that 
they might serve, but I am speaking 
about the broad interests of the south. 
“Looking abroad wpon the world, there 
is but ome resource, and that is in China, 
s- You warm rice, they can cultivate 
it on the land or on the mwreter; if you 
want sugarcane or cotton. thev can 
raise it. 

“Now I know that there are sundry 
Objections, tut I am simply making 
a statement of facts. I try to make 
a clear statement of the truth, in other 
words, of the facts. 


Boycott Should Be Stopped. 


“In regard to this matter, I went fur- 
ther with the president. This country is 
robbing itself of a great privilege, of a 
great opportunity, while it allows this 
boycott to go on. The Chinese are of a 
friendly disposition. They Hke Ameft- 
ica, They have always spoken well of 
Americans, because even ihe government, 
and all the people recognize the fact 
that, while other nations have been ag- 
gressive, and @emanding concessions anJ 
territory, the American nation has never 
done so, and in every case it has tricd 
to deal fairly. 

“They are indebted to America, an@ 
they know it. The late Hon. John Hay 
is known ali over China. I am an ed- 
itor, and have been an editor for forty 
years, and I have uniformly ted 
before the Chinese for ali these. years 
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the friendship of the United States. They 
am not ignorant of what America has 
Gone, @nd they recognize that America 
has been fair. Now the Chinese govern- 
ment has all along -had a system of ed- 
ucation preparatory to its civil service. 

“All the officers in China had to be 
educated men, who came out of thetr 
colleges and «universities and the school 
at Pekin. Every man thet held office 
——_ throveh this university system. 

hrough the. work of the missionaries 
in the translation of books, geographies, 
eritbmetics, etc... they have come ty 
know that their old system Is antiquated, 
and they have now accepted the um!l- 
versity and common school system of 
the United States, and have overturne] 
the system, that has obtained for all the 
ages. I have done perhaps more than 
eny other American in the Ine of trans- 
lating books, because the government 
@way back in [863 and 1864 Invited me, 
ang Dr. Martin and Dr. Happer all 
Americans, to take change of the aed- 
wcational system of China as then pro- 
jected. We did it, and it served them 
for fourteen years and helped to estap- 
sh their educational work, and China 
_ today recognizes that Americans were the 
first to do anything for them. and 
that they have all along done more than 
ell the nations put together to enlight- 
en ghe Chinese. 

“Tis ancient system has been abol- 
fshed, and the new system has been 
Drought in, end the whole country from 
now On Is to adopt the new system. Now 
there are thousands of Chinese that 
Want American education for they real- 
ime that Japan has made its rapid strides 
of progress by reason of their getting 
American education. I said to the pres- 
Ment that {f it were so that they could 
come to this country, confident that they 
would be received hospitably and be ac- 
corded the rights and privileges of ed- 
ucation in America, they would respon? 
gladiy. It seems to me that thie ts an 
apportunity that we can not afford to 
megiect. The president was very cor- 
dial in his expressions in regard to it, 
@nd it-strikes me, my dear friends, thet 
that is a great thing. 


South Is Only Half Awake. 


“Now, my friends, there aré so many 
things that come up in this connection, 
that [ can not cover them all, and I 
must hurry on to a concBusion. I don’t 
think that our people are half awake. 
The Chinese are just beginning to wake 
up, and I am very glad certainly to 
&0 the southern people and especially 
in my native state, waking up to the 
gereat interests involved over on the oth- 
er side. . Here is this whole country 
striving to take away one of the great- 
est berriers to intercourse between this 
country and the east. The Panama ca- 
mal is in process of excavation and ‘he 
Pacific will be the great arena of ‘fu- 
ture commerce, and Japan is doing all 
it can to monopolize the trade between 
oor country and China. 

“Here in our great 
try, that produces the great staples of 
the world, and out of which the great- 
est trade possible could be built up, has 
simply been sitting down here content 
with the production of the raw material 
to give to England and the north to 
make the profits on, while you get a 
@mall profit simply on the raw produci. 
I am very glad that it is coming to pass 
that the possibilities in the East are 
waking up the southern people. 

“I was the other Gay over in Bir- 
mingham and made a talk before thetr 
chamber of commerce in negard to these 
things. They geve me the liberty of 
the place and there are certainly great 
fields for development. Birmingham js 
only one of them. When I look on the 
south and see what great opportunity /t 
hias before it I can not help being -re- 
joiced to see even this slight awaken- 
ing and conception of what is possible. 
Now you have here southern ports, and 
the great canal ig near by and you have 
the material, and cagital will come here 
from England and the north and if thts 
great country can have an open fleli 
in that great Pacific commerce, it will 
be the first country of the world. I 
have felt also that if the south did not 
Wake up to the situation, these people 
from the north and from Germany and 
England would organize big syndicates 
and push you aside and call you ‘natives’ 
and say ‘the natives don’t understand 
these things,’ and they would come here 
and occupy and develop this country. 

“The native ought not to submit to any 
- Buch treatment. If you sleep over your | 
rig..is, they pass into the hands of other | 
people. That’s what is the matter with 
the Chinese. China has not appreciated 
her resources and so the foreigner comes 
in and says, ‘You are a dog in the man- 
ger. You get outand we will develop your 
country.’ This eouthern land is a great 
land. [I am glad from what I have heard 
and seen here today that the southern 
people are beginning to appreciate what 
they have got, and while I have not 
said haif of what I might have said, [I 
see enough before you, my friends, to 
encourage you to go on and continue 
your work and the agitation of this labor 
in the way of labor. 

“It is a very serious question when it 
comes to checkamating great industries 
because of political prejudices and party 
domination, and I urge you to continue 
your work and the agitation of this labor 
problem until you accomplish your ob- 
ject and get what you want, 

“I have not time to finish the discus- 
sion and I will bring these secattering 
remarks to a close by asking you, ag a 
final conclusion, to allow me to make 
at least two or three suggestions as be- 
ing peculiarly pertinent to the conditions 
and needs of this southern country at 
the present time, and prospectively, to- 
wit:

it: : 
“First. Instead of dealing sinply with. 
the raw materials as hitherto and al- 
lowing others to reap all the profits of 
the trade in transportation and manu- 
factures, increase and multiply all the 
facilities of production, manufacture and 
transport and their allied industries at 
home; and, 
‘Second. Instead of allowing others to 
exploit the foreign markets and mo- 
nopolize all the profits of agencies in 
foreign countries, etc., the planters and 
bankers, merchants and manufacturers 
of this southland the land of resources 
and production, should unite to explore 
the markets of the east and found there 
such agencies for the disposition of their 
goods as to make themselveg practically 
independent, and insure to them and 
their home industries a due share in the 
world’s markets both far and near. No 
time should be lost in this direction, as 
events of a most favorable nature are 
already inviting the south to a large 
participation in the approaching ex- 
pansion of the trade of this country, 
particularly in the direction of the Ori- 
ent, both via the Panama canal and 
overland railway routes, direct from the 
south to the Pacific coast, and thence 
by southern owned ship Unes to the Far 
East. 

“Third. I would suggest that large land 
swners should be willing to break up 
tmeir estates, and where there is one 
farm now, found the village life of many 
owners and thus concentrate all the 
benefits of a community, such as good 
schools, churches, physicians and social 
life in the midst of the country and 
thus save it from threatened desertion, 
barrenness and barbarity. There is abe 
solutely no reaton why this association 
should confine the scope of itg opera- 
tions to the state of Georgia, and be- 
lieving as I do that uwnited and har- 
monious activity on the part of those in 
the southern states, whose interests and 
industries are practically identical, would

you find political corruption or 
anything going wrong in our politi- 
cal institutions, you will find, if 
you trace it back, that the fault 
lies tn its original source, at some 
place or other, in the fact that 
there was not the right kind of a 
home and. the right kind of a 
mother. If you find a man of 
strong and sterling character (or 
woman either) you go back and you 
will find that it was because there 
was the right kind of a mother, 
and the right kind of a home, 
(Applause.) We have heard a good 
deal lately about the “man behind 
the gun”’ and ‘‘the man behind the 
pick” and “the man behind the 
ballot’ and the “‘man behind” 4 
great many other things, but 1 want 
to tell you that you can pile them 
all one upon another like Ossa upon 
Pelion ang all of them together are 
not of as much importance ag the 
Mother Behind the Home. (Ap- 
plause.) 
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For the last ten days the eight hun- 
dred thousand club women unable to 
attend the biennial have had _ their 
thoughts in the great northwest. 

Every St. Pau] paper has been eagerly 
scanned for club news. And the search- 
erg for information have not been dis- 
appointed. 

The St. Paul papers have been most 
generous with their space both for news 
articles and addresses. And the edi- 
torials, many of them long, have shown 
that the writers understood the earnest- 
ness of purpose of the club women: and 
the great influence a body of represent- 
ative women like the members of the 
general federation could wield for good 
in the country. 

The high chivalrous tone taken by the 
St. Paul Journal has been a particular 
source of gratification to the Georgia 
club women. 

Among the ploneer club women and 
from their progressiveness leaders in ev- 
ery convention they have attended, the 
Georgia women can remember when the 
tone of the papers in the convention 
cities often veiled a jest or sneer. 

But, as is always the case, courage 
and dignity prevailed, and the press of 
the country have learned the true worth 
of the club movement.

THE PURE FOOD PROBLEM. 


“No feature of the federation biennial 
has proved more impressive and edu- 
cating,’ gays the St. Paul Pioneer Press, 
“Than the pure food exhibit in the old 
caplol, prepared by the dairy and food 
commission, under the direction of As- 
sisant Commissioner Trenham. It is not 
too much to say that this exhibit is the 
most important public exhibition ever 
witnessed in the state of Minnesota. It is 
safe to say that ff every citizen of the 
state could view it, the results to the 
public would be immeasurably greater 
than any good gained by the magazine 
exposures. It is admirably in keeping 
with the reagent agitation which has 
shaken the country and with the sen- 
sational message of President Roosevelt 
on the beef scandals. If every member 
of the Minnesota legislature could wit- 
ness this display the next session of the 
legislature would loosen the purse-strings 
to an extent commensurate with the 
vital importance of the crusade being 
waged for the protection of human: life 
in. this state by the dairy and food de- 
partment.’’ 

The old capitol held the federation ex- 
hibit of adulterated foods. The follow- 
ing problems were printed on large 
placards and hung @bout on the walls: 


FRUIT JELLY PROBLEM. 

‘If pure fruit jelly costs 25 cents 
per pound and pure glucose 5 cents 
per pound, what would the consumer 
lose on ten pounds of jelly in case 
it was adulterated with 50 per cent 
glucose? 

“Answer—$!1.50 loss 
sumer.”’ 

Bighteen of the placards deal with the 
influence of various food ervatives 
and artificial colors on digestion and 
health: 

“Caffeine—Continued use in food 
affects the nervous and circulatory 
systems; causes nervousness and 
weakness of the muscles of the 
heart.”’ 

Twenty other placards contain general 
food truths in epigrammatic form, as fol- 
lows: : 

“National decay begins in the in- 
dividual’s stomach.” 

“Many a Christian is trying to do 
by prayer that which cannot be done 
except through correct diet.’ 

Tables are shown giving the digestibil- 
ity of all the vartous foodstufis. Others 
show good food combinations for aiding 
digestion, and still another table shows 
the amount of nutriment tn the various 
foodstuffs. 

People who have seen the exhibit have 
been amazed at the conditiong shown, 
and have praised the exhibit highly as 
an educational force. 

It is to be hoped that at some future 
time the same exhfbit can be given in a 
manner sure to attr@ct the bulk of the 
people.

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PRETiDENT GENERAL ISSUES 
STATEMENTS. 
Greenwood, Miss., May, !906.—To the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy: 
Having during the last two months re- 
celved several Jetters asking for inform- 
tion with regard to the statements con- 
tained in the “message’’ to the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy and United 
Confederate Veterans from Mrs. Martha 
8. Gielow, president general of the South- 
ern Industrial Educational Association, 
with regard to the chapters and divisions 
of the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy becoming auxiliaries to that asso- 
clation of which Mrs. Gielow is president 
general, I am sending you this. Be- 
cause, first, her statement is calculated 
to mislead the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy into the belief that she has 
the approval of the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy in unging the chapters 
and divisions to become auxiliaries of 
the association, * I find that all I hear 
from have gotten that impression, and so 
I must write to disabuse your minds of 
it. Then because I regard it as very 
unwise for our association to go into her 

work at all. 

As to my first reason for writing to 
you. She has misunderstood the action 
of the District of Columbia division 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
and has been so-informed by them some- 
time since as I am officially informed 
by that division, but has not yet cor- 
rected her mistake. They carried the 
motéon at the meeting before which sha 
made her talk. contained in the following 
extract from thefr minutes of the meet- 
ing: 

“ ...@o few delegates being present

Mrs. John P. Hickman informs me with 
regard to the claim of Mrs, Gielow that 
the William B. Bate chapter of Nash- 
ville, came into her association ag an 
auxiliary. Mrs. Gielow went to Nash- 
ville, and a meeting of all the chapters 
in Nashville (a joint meeting) was called 
for. The William B. Bate chapter was 
the only one which had a quorum pres- 
ent at this meeting, and they voted to 
recommend their chapter to join as an 
auxiliary upon Mrs. Hickman’s recom- 
mendation. Mrs. Hickman, when she 
reached home and thought calmly over 
the matter, knew it was not the thing 
for a United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy chapter to do, so she went to see 
Mrs. Gielow that night in order to get 
her before she left Nashville and toli 
her she thought they had made a mis- 
take, and would go before the chapter at 
its next meeting and tell them so, 1nd 
try to keep them from joining ner asso- 
clatjon as an auxiliary. This she did, 
and the William B, Bate chapter is not 
an auxiliary either. It would seem that 
after Mrs. Hickman’s interview with Mrs. 
CHelow she should have waited to hear 
that it was an assured thing before she 
published her statement that the chapter 
is an auxiliary of her association. The 
Richmond chapter refused to go in, but 
wanted to vote to undertake the educa- 
tion of one of the children from the illit- 
erate whites in the southern mountains. 

So you see Mrs. Gielow has not suc- 
ceeded in getting these chapters to join as 
auxiliaries. 1 don’t doubt she is sorry 
for this, but in justice of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy in whose 
welfare she says she is interested, she 
should have corrected, in all these weeks, 
these mistakes, and not let it be neces- 
sary for the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy to correct them. 

Now, as.to my second reason for send- 
ing you this letter. I believe it ‘would 
be a most unwise thing for the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy either as 
chapters or divisions to go into her asso- 
ciation. We have an educational clause 
in our objects. and all the money we 
have to educate with should be spent .n 
the children whose education is the spe- 


hurried rush of armory affairs, to pre-

There was graciousness about it, and 
dignity, a linking of this modern day 
with the old days of leisure, and there 
was a certain suggestion of direct con- 
tinuity in history, which intimated that 
the southerners of our nation may be, 
afier all, the real continuing stock of 
the country. The word ‘Missus’ ap- 
pearég as very ‘white trash’ indeed, 
and an insult to American womanhood, 
while the fine old term of address, which 
has suffered violence in a coarsening of 
life, became again a term of honor and 
distinction. ‘Mistress’ as this Carolin- 
ian let # slip Hquidly from the tongue, 
became as distinguished as ‘Lady.’ 

“We do not know whether any con- 
certed effort on the part of the women 
to whom this woman was secretary, 
eculd result in a universal restoration 
o? this term, and we do not know wheth- 
ev these women, who are occupied with 
great questions of the day, would con- 
sider it worth their indorsement. But 
we must hope that throughout the 
southern states the employment of the 
term will never lose its hold, that life 
will continue to hold enough time to be 
marked with dignity and courtesy. It 
is true that one of the humorous mo- 
ments at this convention arose when 
a Tennessee lady declared that they were 
‘hustHn'’ down that way, but perhaps 
in the long run one of the most valuable 
vational reasons for the civil war, for 
the preservation of the union as one and 
inseparable, will be found, not in eman- 
cipation, but in preservation as a na- 
tional leaven of the distinguishing south- 
ern qualities, of courtesy, and ease, and 
of sufficient time.”’

A WOMAN CONGRESS. 

It was a splendid moment yesterday 
when the General Federation of 
Wemen's Clubs, in sitting at the ar- 
mory, joined itself to the national con- 
gress at Washington and demanded in 
rG¢ small voice a share in the legisla- 
tion of the common nation. We use the 
adjective ‘‘splendid’’ advisedly, conscious- 
ly, with no Inchoate sense of glitter- 
ing generality. It was a moment that 
fairly glittered. It thrilled, we must be- 
lieve, every woman sitting In the audi- 
¢‘crium, whether she was a club woman 
or “merely’” a woman. It was a mo- 
ment of nobility, and if this convention 
<eces not produce a single other high 
emotion, its record is secure. The qu®s- 
tion was one of pure food, and whether 
you believe in pure foog legislation or 
not, it was possible to experience what

It has become evident to these women 
that the kingdom  suffereth violence, 
that this republic's fame is being 
smirched abroad and its life threatened 
at home, if the pure food bill which 
went through the senate with approval, 
srould die the death in the house. And 
these women did what they could to 
voice the desire of one-hakf the popula- 
tion—we believe the sexes in the United 
States are so nearly eyual as to be di- 
v.aed into halves for practical purposes. 


But did not the mayor of New Rich- 

mond, Wis., just a week or two ago, 
ask the women of his little city to unite 
ir. a municipal league which should pe- 
tition the council for municipal improve- 
ments, and he pledged himself to see 
that these were received and acted 
upon by the council? We do not see! 
why a New Richmond petition should be 
of’ greater weight than a biennial peti- 
ticn. ’ 
Also we remember that when the Min- 
mesota chubwomen sought the preserva- 
tion of the forests, and secured #, if in 
limited spaces, a legislator remarked 
that he knew his fellow legislators did 
these 
women really went to work to secure a 
thing.

In the first place, our association is a 
confederate association with confederate 
objects, @nd our energies and funds 
showld be spent on those objects. Many 
descendants of confederates need educa- 
tional advantages which they cannot get 
for lack of money; let us concentrate our 
attention on the education of these chil- 
dren. descendants of those men and wom- 
en who fought and suffered for us. The 
states and the churches are seeing to the 
others, and I hope this new association 
will do much in that Ine. But let us 
keep to the ways marked out by our con- 
stitution. The Georgia division is doing 
nruch in the educational line, and the 
Mississippi division is starting in that 
direction. I have intended, and will ¢o 
so, to say much along ths line in my fre- 
port to you at our next convention. And 
it does really seem absurd to me to 


‘speak of a lange association such as the 


United Daughters of the Confederacy be- 
coming “auxiliary’’ to the new associa- 
tion of which Mrs. Gielow is head, with 
the great privilege af calling on “Th? 
mother” association for help when we 
need it for educational purpoges. 

I think you have a keen sense of the 
ridiculous, and I will not enlarge on 
this point. Ags to this question, which is 
of much importance. For I want every 
child in the world to have a chance to 
be educated, being the most important 
movement before ovr convention, it can 
scarcely be of so much importance as our 
pwn business at the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy convention in Novem- 
ber. 

I hope we will not ever forget that we 
are organized for specific objects, and 
those objects are all confederate objects 
And when we are ready to begin ed@uca- 
tional work. let us begin to educate the 
descendants of confederates. Some of 
them need it quite as much as any chil- 
dren can need it. And this one point 
more. Our educational work can be done 
through our chapters ‘withowt paying 
anybody a percentage for attending to 
the work for us. 

Let us keep to our own objects and not 
be joining or giving to any other asso- 
ciation as chapters and divisions. 

If you are in sympathy with this work, 
and I hope you are, join as individuals, 
but keep the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy out of it. Read article I! of 
our constitution, and see if you do not 
agree with me in thinking that we have 
no right to do any but confederate work. 
And I am very sure the constitution will 
prevent our going into any other asso- 
ciation as chapters or divisions. Individ- 
mally, we have @w right to go in, and that 
is the way to help in this new work, not 
by getting our dear association mixed up 
with it. 

This letter was not sent out earlier be- 
cause I knew there was to be a meeting 
of the Unite@d Daughters of the confed- 
eracy executive committee during April, 
and I twanted to consult them before 
sending it out. We were wnanimously of 
the opinion that it should be sent. Since 
the meeting I have been waiting to get 
official information, which only came yes.

MEDAL ESSAY. 


The ‘Principal Events of 1861—Their 
Importance and Influence. 

The princtpal events of any year are 
those whose results are most farreach- 
ing and are most weighty as regards the 
destiny of men. 

The first and probably the most im- 
portant event of that first year of con- 
flict between the states was secession. 
The south claimed that the § states 
coulg reassume the powers delegated by 
them to the genera] government ‘“‘when- 
ever the same shall be perverted to their 
injury or oppression.’’ Secession, there- 
fore, being a ‘historic and legal righi, 
and the south having been so unjustly 
treated in the settlement of the territo- 
ries and the violation of the fugitive slave 
laws, as well as In other matters, they 
sincerely believed their only safety was 
in separation. Efforts at compromise 
were futile. South Carolina led off in 
December, followed in January by Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Loui- 
siana and Texas. These states met at 
Montgomery, Al., on the 4th of February 
and formed a new confederacy, called 
“The Confederate States of America.”’ 
Jefferson Davis, of Mississippi, was elect- 
ed president, and Alexander H. Stephens, 
of Georgia, vice president, 

Later, North Carolina, Virginia, Ar- 
kansas and Tennessee seceded ang joined 
the confederacy. 

The southern states did not desire war, 
and many believed it would not follow, 
for if the federal government should ob- 
serve its constitutionad powers and 
respect the original ang inherent rights 
of the states, war would be averted. The 
use of force to keep states in the anion 
was beyond its constitutional Mowers; 
but sentiment in favor of the maintenance 
of the union by force grew in the north, 
until it became a purpose and desire. 
Acts resulting from this spirit brought 
on the war. 

The seceded states considered the forts 
and arsenals within their boundaries as 
theirs by right, but the garrisons of 
both Fort Sumter, South .Carolina, and 
Fort Pickens, Florida, refuseg to abandon 
them. It was then determined to force 
their surrender. 

Just here let us pause and consider an- 
other event: the almost complete down- 
fall of the democratic party. With the 
unveiling of the depth of the design of 
the black republican party, another dan- 
ger wag becoming manifest to the south: 
the demoralization of the northern demo- 
cratic party on the slavery question. It 
had uniteg with the south for political 
power. When that power was abrogated, 
it had no hesitation fn courting and con- 
ciliating the ruling element. Its very 
foundation was a principle of untruth, 
and false to Its own section. 

This pandering to the anti-slavery sen- 
timent of the north was concealed under 
the name of “popular sovereignty,” and 
was imposed on the minds of some of the 
southern people by its appeals to the 
name of a principle which had none of 
the substance of justice or equality. 

The northern democrats openly took the 
position that freedom would be more cer- 
tainly secured in the territories by the 
rule of non-intervention than by any 
other policy. This alone saved the qemo- 
cratic party from annihilation. 

The fall of Fort Sumter is one of the 
greatest events of the year, as it marks 
the real beginning of the war between 
the states, which has been truly charac- 
terized as “One of the most tremendous 
conflicts on record.” The din of its 
clamor feached the remotest parts of the 
earth. and the people of all nations looked 
on for.four years in wonder and amaze- 
ment, as its gigantic proportions loomed 
forth ang its hideous engines of destruc 
tion of human life and human structure 
were terribly displayed in its progress 
and duration. Many volumes on the ori- 
gin, causes, conduct, gullt, crimes, conse- 
quenges, resi@its, sufferings, swcrifices, 
and herofe exploits have been written, 
but it can never be described. 

The north had three times as many men 
ag the south, and wag superior in weaith, 
yet the southerner felt confident the ‘‘Starg 
and Bars’ would be victorious. The 
“rebel’’ was a better soldier, being gccus- 
tomed to a rough out-door life, familiar
